to order, and F. S. Winston, chairman of 
tho meeting, after n. brief address in which 
he sttftod its object, introduced Judge Horaoa 
Russell, who read tbo resolutions, as follows: 


Tho businessmen ol tho citj- ot New York, 


holding no political ofllco, and not desiring 
any, but having, in common with Ihoir fol- 
low citizens, a deep interest in tho welfare ot 
tho country, and coking to socure this by 
tbo continuance otV.fiso and economic admin- 
istration, dcsira that President Arthur may 
bo ronommatcd. for tho following reasons:

tho country has had a peaceful, safe, puro 
und conservative ndmiuistratiou, which lias 


-on tho approbation of all men of all parties. 
The second reason embraces his foreign 


]>olicy, tho third declares he has boon presi- 
dent "of tho wliclo people; the fourth that his 
financial policy is correct, the llfth commouds 
his efforts for civil-service mform, tho silth 
approves his judicial appointments, - tho 
soveuth say.s ho has boon prosidont himself 
nnd has no't been inQuencod by friends or 
enemies, nor used his official patronage to 
further his own political fortune; the eighth 
says all the Republican conventions so far 
have endorsed him. The ninth declares that 
ho can curry New York and bo triumphantly 
elected. 


The reading of the resolutions was fre- 


quently interrupted by applause. 
Parke 


Goodwin was next introduced. Ho spoke as 
an independent in politics in favor of keep- 
ing in tho ofllco of president ono \vho ho be- 
lieved had performed ibs duties with singu- 
lar ability, rather than to risk a change for 
tbo mere sake of cUaugiug, 


The Rev. Homy Ward Boechor was then 


introduced. The vast audience cheered aud 
waved handkerchiefs, hats and canea as he 
caino forward, and tho applause broke out 
again aud again before tho orator was al- 
lowod'to proceed. Ho said: An excellent 
evening paper said that Mr. Beocher us«l to 
bo very much opposed to President Arthur, 
but that ho has coino around to be a groat 
friend of his, which "is just like Mr. Boucher." 
1 urn hero to-night to verify every word o( 
that. I was not prejudiced in Mr. Arthur's 
favor. 
I was displeased \vitb him, and 


regarded tho success of his administration aa 
very uncortain. I have boon won from this 
prejudice by tho stoatly progress of a wiso 
and prudent administration. [Applause.; It 
is "just like Mr. Beechor," nnd I hope it will 
bo to the day of his death, that when ho finds 
ho is on the wrong sido ho will have tha 
courage to go out of it. [Applause.] It haa 
been intimated that a clergyman is to speak 
to-night. That is a mistake. There is a citi- 
zen going to speak. [Laughter ana applause.] 


A voice—"Three cheers for tho clergy- 


man." 


Tho cheers wore given with a will, amid 


much merriment. Mr. Beccher continued by 
saying that as a citizen, interested equally 
with others, he would think and speak as ho 
thougbt for the public weal. If it conduced 
to tho holp of the party all tho better, if nob 
ail tho worse—for tho party. It was also fit 
for business men to express their political 
preferences, for in many respects they repre- 
sented tho interests of tho country and \vore 
specially interested in good and stable gov 
eminent. They do not care particularly lor 
politics, because they can adapt themselves 
to iiluiost any policy, but they do want to bo 
able fx> look forward year after year, four 
years after four j'ears, to a stable and uni 
form policy. [Applause,] 


Mr. Beochor declared that such stability
